liberation (without even thinking of the 
consequences. How much LSD is too 
much for a driver to drive safe?): even 
allowing murderers special rights and 
reduced sentences, while victims are 
hardly represented (but in the name of 
liberation we would seek to let killers 
go free) . Now don't get me wrong, I 
am definitely for freedom when it 
doesn't hurt or mame others. What I 
sought to say is liberation, in the true 
context of the word, is not what is 
spoke today. The liberation that would 
give us the nght to hurt others, that 
kind of freedom without boundaries is 
called anarchy. I have simply 
responded or submitted my own 
personal bias. You don't have to like it, 
you don't have to read it or value it, but 
I know | am not alone in my opinions 
or beliefs and thank God there are 
people who are willing to listen and 
share with each other without hatred. I 
have seen a lot of hatred for my belief 
from a group that promotes 
understanding and love. I have not 
personally, disregarded or sought to 


hate anyone for what they believe in. I 
merely wrote down the words from my 
heart and waited for others to write 
down the words from their heart, so 
that we could try to understand one 
another. If that's wrong, then we are 
not going to make this society work. If 
we the future leaders can't make it 
work, then I don't see how it can.
